naval review is fixed to take place 
Friday, the second day after arrival.

^ 
During the first half of May a pro­ 
gressive rise in 
tem perature, 
much 
greater than the season would indi­ 
cate may be expected and this rise 
will reach its zenith a little before the 
middle of the month. Severe w eather 
will begin soon 
after 
May 
2, 
and 
about 7 dangerous storm s are expect­ 
ed. 
Those who may be Inclined to ridi­ 
cule the planets as storm m akers will 
have an opportunity to observe the 
effects of Jupiter, Venus and Mercury 
on the w eather of May which is us­ 
ually the most quiet month of the 
year. 
The effects of these planets 
may be observed within three days 
of May 7. These effects will be seen, 
not on all parts of the continent, but 
within the vicinity of the storm cen­ 
ters. 
I have calculated that the storm 
center on May 7 would be within 500 
miles of Cincinnati at that time and a 
cool wave center within HOO miles of 
W innepeg while another cool wave 
will be entering the New England 
States and another storm center on 
the Pacific slope. 
Not far from May 7 
these two storm centers and the two 
cool waves are expected to greatly in­ 
crease in force or intensity, the two 
term s meaning the sam e thing. 
The order of movement of w eather 
disturbances is usrtally about as I 
have stated, there as a rule, being at 
all tim es on the continent moving 
eastw ard, two lows or storm centers, 
and two highs or anti-storm centers. 
T hat is the order of the movement 
all around the earth; a high following 
a low and that low following another 
high continuously. 
On an average these disturbances 
move about 500 miles a day and at 
present I do not expect to forecast 
closer than within one day of the 
w eather events. The w eather bureau 
having all telegraph facilities should 
be able to accurately fill in that one 
day by alm qst perfect forecasts while 
I give warning for longer periods in 
advance. 
There are some indications of a 
severe frost in Manitoba and western 
t’anada, the Dakotas and other north­ 
western states not far from May 3 
and 4 but these indications are not 
sufficiently well m arked to enable me 
to make a positive prediction. 
Very warm w eather 
is 
expected 
not far from May ll and very cool 
w eather not far from 24. 
Such fore­ 


casts are always made for M eridian 
90 and you m ust count one to three 
days later for east of that line and 
one to three days earlier for west 
of it, always rem em bering th at w eath­ 
er changes move eastw ard about 500 
miles a day. 
Severe Storms. 
I expect severe storm s to occur not 
far from June 15 and 28; July 5 to 13, 
Septem ber ll, 25 and 29; October 9 
and 28; November 8 and 23; Decem­ 
ber 8 and 23. 
This year will not be 
notable for tropical storm s of great 
force but of a rath er mild type. The 
m ost severe may be expected not far 
from October 28 and November 8. 
These two last mentioned dates will 
also bring severe storm s on the con­ 
tinent. 
Septem ber l l will bring se­ 
vere continental storm s. 
I hope my readers will keep close 
watch of these forecasts of severe 
storm s, not absolutely severe, but the 
m ost radical of this year. I have much 
faith in the forecasts of storm s being 
correct and I can bear criticism . 
I 
have my system of forecasting com­ 
pleted but have not yet used the com­ 
pleted system in forecasting except 
as to the severity of storm s. 
I am 
making ready, as rapidly as possible, 
to put my completed wrork into gen­ 
eral use.

Col. Milner Makes Highly Encourag­ 
ing Statem ents Concerning Mille 
In the State. V 


In his annual report lately sent out 
Col. R. T. Milner gave som e very val­ 
uable and Interesting 
statistics 
con­ 
cerning the textile industries in the 
state. 
He has recently visited nine 
of the m ost prominent cotton m ills 
and he reports all of them in a m ost 
prosperous condition. 
The first mill visited, the one at 
Belton, w as established in 1900 with 
a capitalization of $100,000.For several 
years it lost money, but in 1905 Its ca­ 
pacity was practically doubled, and in 
1900 the mill started up again under 
the reorganization. 
At the close of 
1907 the profits were found to be $24,- 
191.43. 
This 
mill 
consum es 
from 
2000 to 2200 bales of cotton per year 
all this being bought on the streets of 
Belton. 
The pay roll for the 112 oper­ 
ators amounts to $30,000 per year. 
J. A. Chambliss is superintendent of 
for the mill at W est,which was capital­ 
ized for $100,000 in 1904. 
T his mill 
em ploys 120 hands and m anufactures 
light sheeting and drilling. 
During the 
last two years the w ages of the opera­ 
tors have been increased 25 per cent 
and the hours reduced IO per cent vol­ 
untarily. 
The mill at Hillsboro was establish- 
in 1900 with a capital of $90,000. 
The 
m anager of the m ill is a graduate of 
the Philadelphia T extile School and 
he speaks in high terras of the Texas 
Textile School, even thinking it better 
to send a young man here than to Phil­ 
adelphia. New Bedford or other large 
textile schools in the East. 
Sixty-five 
people are em ployed in the mill and 
as an instance of the advantages of 
the mill over the sm all rented farm. 
Mr. Clifton told of a man and his wife 
who had worked at thig m ill six years 
and had saved up nearly $3000. 
The 
Itasca 
M anufactuding 
Com­ 
pany has its mill at Itasca, Hill Coun­ 
ty. 
The mill was established in 1900, 
the year when so many m ills were 
founded, with $150,000 as capital. The 
mill em ploys on 
an 
average 
125 
hands and has 48 cottages which are 
rented by the operators at low rates. 
As is alw ays the case, the mill has a 
school conveniently near, 
which is 
used by the children of the operatives. 
In som e cases the mill not only owns 
the building but em ploys the teacher 
as well. 
W axahachie has one of the largest 
m ills in the state, though it was only 
established in 1900. 
It contains 204 
loom s, 9000 spindles and consum es 
about 4000 bales of cotton per year. 
W ages are very good here, the ytini- 
mum price paid to grown hands being 
$1.25 per day and the maximum paid 
any one not an overseer, $2.00 per day. 
Boys receive from 50 cents to $1.00 
per day according to their aptness. 
Engineers and foremen receive from 
$2.25 to $4.00 per day. 
The Dallas CottonMill was the first 
ex ten siv e enterprise of this kind un­ 
dertaken in the state. 
It was incor­ 
porated in 
1891 
and capitalized 
at 
$250,000. 
Now it represents an invest­ 
m ent of $400,000. 
This mill em ploys 
325 hands and consum es 7000 bales 
of cotton per annum. 
The company 
owns about thirty cottages, the rents 
anging from $0 to $10 i>er months, 
ow ing to the number o f rooms. W ater 
is supplied free to the operatives and 
oal for the cottages can be secured 
at cost: 
One 'o f the 
largest 
ward 
schools 
in 
the city 
is within 
four 
blocks of the mill. 
The mill at Sherman is in a vein 
prosperous condition. 
It was capital­ 
ized at $100,000 in 1900 and reorgan­ 
ized in 1906. 
It contains 188 looms. 
10,000 spindles and m anufactures sin­ 
gle filling duck, weighing frpm seven 
to eight ounces. 
The superintendent 
of the mill, a New Ham pshire man, is 
pry favorably im pressed with Texas 
s a field for the textile* industry and 
jys that the clim atic and labor con- 
iitions are as good here as they are 
in the East. 
The Denison cotton mill is housed 
in a four story building costing $ 135,- 
000. 
The capitalization of this mill 
$150,000, which stock is owned by 
parties In and around Denison. 
Mr. 
lark, the 
superintendent, 
like 
all 
prominent mill men, is in favor of 
otnpulsory education, though the pa­ 
nts will not com pel their students 
to go to school. 
The mill people em ­ 
ploy a physician who visits the mill 
very morning and looks after the 
health of the em ployees. 
He is paid 
by collecting IO cents per week from 
each em ployee. 
The mill at Bonham is about seven 
years old and is owned by the people 
of that town. 
It consum es 3000 bales 
of cotton annually and em ployes 190 
hands. 
There is a free school close 
the mill and the natatorium has 
been erected for the free use of the 
m ployees. 
The superintendent gets 
salary of 2100 per year. 
He has 
orked in Southern cotton m ills ever 
ince he was 12 years of age and 
therefore thoroughly understands the 
business. 
From the above rt*ports the pros­ 
pects for the cotton m ills seem bright. 
T exas has the fuel, as nearly all the 


m ills use lignite, the cotton and the 
labor can be secured from the adjoin­ 
ing* states. 
Every superintendent is 
enthusiastic in his predictions for the 
future and it is their unanim ous opin­ 
ion that T exas will soon be one of the 
leading states in the m anufacture of 
cotton goods. The opportunities which 
He before the textile graduates are 
great and with the am ple equipment 
and facilities which our school offers 
in this line it can turn out men who 
will soon take the places as leaders 
In a great industrial m ovenm ent to 
m ake T exas the leading state in tex­ 
tile industries. 


grows IO or 15 feet high w ill catch 
fire at the least spark. 
In such cases 
the fire sw eeps over the whole coun­ 
try, killing the sm all trees and often 
destroying many whole villages. After 
a fire the natives seize the opportunity 
to hunt as there is then no hiding 
place for the game. 
Snakes are very

M is­ 
sionaries cam e into the country about 
50 years ago and did som ething toward 
unifying the language.

guage problem is a great one as there 
are a great many different ones spok­ 
en. 
At the close of his talk Mr. Pape an­ 
swered several questions from persons 
in the audience about Africa and gave 
a few of his hunting experiences. The 
lecture was well illustrated by photo­ 
graphs which were passed around and 
also by steropticon view s.

AN INTERESTING ADDRESS. 


G. H. Pape, '04, T ells About W estern 
Africa. 


On Thursday evening Mr. G. H. Pape 
an ’04 graduate, gave an address on 
the Developm ent 
of 
Agriculture 
in 
W estern Africa. 
Since leaving here 
Mr. Pape has been in the employ of 
the Colonial and Industrial Bureau as 
inspector of stations and later as gen­ 
eral manager of the whole district of 
Togo. Lately the bureau has dissolved 
and he is now working for the Germon 
governm ent. 
The speaker told of his trip from 
G alveston to Loma via Bremen and 
pointed out the beauties of the shores 
along which they passed. 
From Loma 
his baggage was hauled by negroes to 
the interior to the post to which he had 
been assigned. 
Here his duties began 
in earnest. 
Equipm ent stations, gins 
and dem onstration schools had to be 
visited and inspected. 
Many of these 
schools were under the direction of 
negroes who were graduates of Booker 
W ashington’s school. 
Mr. Pape now 
told of the different products raised in 
his part of 
Africa 
and 
the 
points 
brought out were as follow s: 
Cotton of both the sea island, and 
ti e tree variety grow s w ell though the 
upland species d jea not have tee sam e 
success. 
The planting is done so that the cot­ 
ton w ill mature before the dry season. 
The cotton is generally bought by gin 
ners and 
ginned and sold by them. It’s 
price in the markets of Europe is gener­ 
ally one cent more than American cot­ 
ton brings. T his is probably due to the 
careful ginning and baling. 
Much rubber is exported from this 
part of the country though wild rub­ 
ber is becom nig exhausted. 
A corpor­ 
ation has been formed, because of this 
scarcity, to 
cultivate 
rubber 
trees. 
W hen the trees are first cut and the 
w hite juice collected the trees are 5 
inches in diam eter. 
This process is 
repeated every six m onths aud the rub­ 
ber prepared for the market. In Togo 
rubber brings $1.25 per pound and all 
that the natives produce is sold there 
at that price. 
The cocoa tree is of interest be­ 
cause of the peculiar way in which the 
fruit com es out; not as on the ordin­ 
ary tree but from the stem or heavy 
parts of the tree. 
T his fruit is exten­ 
sively cultivated in W est Togo where 
the tree reaches a height of 8 feet. 
The fruit is the size of a pear and con­ 
tains the beans which are the only 
part of value. 
T hese beans are fer­ 
mented and dried and then ground and 
e x e r te d in this form. 
Oil is extract­ 
ed from the meal and the meal left is 
what we find in the kitchen. The beans 
bring about 15 cents per pound in 
Togo. 
Another cultivated product is the I 
cocoanut which grows in clusters oft] 
to 15 on the cocoanut palm. 
The oil palm is seldom cultivated j 
though

it 
produces the ! 
largest export product of Togo.

The butter tree is peculiar iii that it 
,ro w s a nut of alm ost pure butter. 
T his nut is used on the table by the 
natives and is also exported to Europe. 
Many food stuffs are grown in Togo; 
such as corn, w hich is not only used at 
Lome but w-hich is e x e r te d in large 
quantities, yam s, okra,pelter, tom atoes 
and beans. 
The yam s, which have no 
sw eet tastes.are about 15 or^O tim es as 
large as our sw eet potatoes and it is 
uot a rare thing for them to weigh 35 
or 40 pounds. They are used principal­ 
ly for food by the natives. 
Bananas and pineapples, among oth­ 
er fruits, are used as articles of food 
b> the natives. 
The papaga grows wild and in six 
m onths a single stem will produce the 
fruit which is much like a m uskm elon 
in taste and appearance. 
The silk c tit ton 
tree produces a 
down w hich is used as a substitute for 
feathers in pillow s and Distresses. 
Among the othor things the coffee 
tree is found, though its cultivation is 
not extensive. 
The coffee produced, 
however, is of a good variety. 
As one would expect in this tropical 
country there are a irreal many fires. 
From the middle of October to March 
there is no rain and the grass which
